LITTLE ROCK (AP) — A bill

The bill by Sens. Clarence Bell 


of Parkin and W. K. Ingram of 
West Memphis was designed to 
head off a legislative fight over 
consolidation. 


Ingram said in a news release 


that there is "clear evidence" of 
a need for consolidation and he 
felt school patrons want leader- 
ship and not force in accomplish- 


* ing this. 


An example of force would be 


a bill introduced in the House 
Tuesday by Pulaski Rep. J. H. 
Coltrell Jr. His bill would remove 
the bonus small districts get in 
slalc aid. Education oficials say 
removal of the bonus would: force 
small districts inlo short terms or 
consolidalion.

The study groups would prepare

Arkansas has not had a school 


district reorganization since 1949 
when it was accomplished by an

number of districts was cut from 
more than 1,000 to just over 400 


Bell said the bill was introduced 


early so interested parties could 
study ii and suggest amendments. 


Each house passed only two 


bills in Ihe firsl four days of the 
session. These were House Bill 1 
'$369,600 for House expenses) and 
Senate Bill 1 ($168,650 for Senate 


(•> expenses). Gov. Orval E. Faubus 


signed both bills in time for leg- 
islative payrolls to be met before 
adjournmenl Thursday.

Port Everglades Thursday night 
after loading 868 tons of supplies. 
This was added to cargo hatches 
bulging with 6,441 tons of food, 
drugs and medicine loaded at Bal- 
timore.

brings the value ofi the cargo de- 
livered to Castro to about one-third 
of the $53 million promised him 
for release of the Bay of Pigs in-- 
vaders.

Wu was shouted down after 30 
minutes. 


Khrushchev was not present to 


icnr Wu assail "revisionists of the 
Tito clique"—the Chinese Commu- 
nist way of criticizing Soviet lead- 
ership.

Khrushchev spent the morning at 
an East Berlin television factory.

Communists parties stamped their

ined the control Khrushchev has 
exerted over the European Com- 
munist parties in support of his

war. 


It is Khrushchev's caution in a

weapons which has brought down 
scorn on his head from the Chi- 
nese Reds, who maintain that in 
Cuba he bwved to an American 
paper tiger. 


Paul Vcrner, first secretary of 


the East Berlin Communist party, 
and chairman at today's session, 
rebuked' the frozen-faced Chinese 
delegate for assailing fraternal 
Communist parties and guest del- 
egates. 


Such attacks, Verner said, are 


incompatible with relations which 
should exist between Marxist-Len- 
inist parties.

the highest level of hourly and1 


weekly earnings in history. 


Harold Goldstein, assistant la- 


bor statistics commissioner, told 
a news conference, however, the 
figures 
represented only small 


:>ay gains over the calendar year 
ind amounted to no increase in 
•cal 
earnings 
when 
balanced 


igainst 1062 living cost increases. 


Goldstein and a panel of labor 


statistics experts reported 
that 


average 
hourly factory worker 


earnings were $2.42 in December, 
3 record but only a penny higher 
.han the weekly earnings figure 
n November and only four cents 
higher than the $2.38 average in 
December 1961. The average fac- 
,ory work week increased' slight- 
,y to 40.5 hours in December from 
40.4 hours in November. 


Today's report, amplifying the 


totals, 
showed the number of 


workers on nonfarm payrolls rose 
by about 300,000 in December to 
56.5 million, in line with seasonal 
expectations. 
Employment dropped seasonally 
in December by 270,000 in con- 
struction and 140,000 in manufac- 
turing, mainly in the soft goods 
industries. About 20,000 of the lat- 
ter decline was due to newspaper 
strikes in New York and Cleve- 
land. 


Goldstein said the over-all job 


pictii'-e improved1 considerably in 
ihe first half of 1962 but then lev- 
eled off and failed to improve
